The personnel of the new Cabinet has 
been received with mixed feelings by the 
affected portions- f “the world. The 
Dominions are satisfied with the choice of 
Mr. Amery as Colonial Secretary. France 
appears to be optimistic that Mr. Cham- 
berlain will unite the two countries in 
friendship. India relies on the brain of 
Lord Bir enhead to bring about a more 
settled state of feeling. Japan is rather 
nervous, recognising that a Conservative 
Government will assuredly press on with 
the Singaporebase, Turkey feared that it 
might have to contend again with Lord 
Curzon,‘ and, remembering past clashes, 
heartily welcomes Mr. Chamberlain. Ger. 
many, naturally, after hating the late 
Labour Government for not backing :t 
sufficiently, welcomes the new Government 
with open arms, but a watchful eye. 


Mr. Charchill’s Budget. 


Some interesting predictions are already 
being made concerning the first Budget of 
Mr. Churchill. They may be based on 
nothing more than speculation, but they 
are quite plausible. It is said that he 
will try to fund or borrow the annual 
pension expenditure, a sum‘ now between 
sixty» and seventy millions per annum. 
This would relieve the Treasury of a very 
heavy charge, and pas® on to succeeding 
generations part of the tremendous burden 
now borne by the country. He also has 
strong views on the indebtedness of our 
Allies, and. may try to secure a settlement 
of some of the outstanding war debts which 
also. would greatly relieve the situation. 
It. is certainlye unfair that this country 
should have to pay the United States a 
large sum every year, while receiving 
nothing from the countries for whom the 
money was borrowed. 


A Dilemma. 


The Committee of the National Liberal 
Club.-is on the horns of a dilemma. 
‘When the Coalition Ministry was 
formed the portraits of Mr. Lloyd 
George and -Mr.. Winston Charchill 
were banished to the cellar, but 
‘when they again took up the. cause ‘ot 
‘Liberalism they were restored to the wall 
‘with due pomp ‘and ceremony. Now Mr. 
Churchill is a. Tory Chancellor of. the 
Exch r, and the portrait of Mr. Glad- 
stone, ing in the same room, seems to 
cry: out for ‘vengeance. Although the 
Churchill portrait is a fine one, it, there- 
fore, probably will. be consigned to the 

ar again. A cellar, however, seems 
rather a waste spot for such a icture, 
and the Committee of the National Liberal 
Clab might do worse than present it to one 
or other of the Conservative Clubs. 
Greece and Britain. 

The Greek Government is again paying 
a great tribute to the British Navy and 
to. British police methods by requesting 
that one of our admirals shall be 
appointed to take over the reorganisation 
of the Greek Navy and by deciding that 
the police of Athens shall be trained 
under a British system. For some time 
past a British officer has been controller 
of the police at the Pirzus, where there 
‘has been a police school with a staff of 
British instructors. The scheme has been 
so” successfal- ‘that a similar system is to 
be adopted in Athens at the end of this 
month, The increase in the number of 
motor vehicles in the streets of the Greek 
capital has led to. much confusion, and 
accidents are frequent. It is expected that 

in. such matters as the regulation of traffic 
the British trained policemen will be 
especially valuable.

His dissatisfaction and re- 
sentment at the manner of his dismissal—for 
that, he declares, is what his r 
amounts to—is so intense that he is deter- 
mined to lay his side of the case Ah she the 
King himself. His Majesty is now at Buck- 
ingham Palace, but Mr. Marsh is 
forward to seeing him when goes to 
Sandringham in a few weeks’ time, 

‘The trainer, who will be 73 next month 
and has been an intimate friend of the Royal 
j'amily for thirty years, cannot believe that 
the King knew that his long service was 
being“so abruptly terminated. He, therefore, 
believes that a short conversation with His 
Majesty will remove from his own mind any 
feelings that may have been engendered by 
the sudden dismissal.” 

Marsh, I believe, is going to pass the early 
period ‘of his retirement in writing the 
reminiscences of his fifty years’ connection 
with racing, and, as he had a very full 
life, they should. be vastly interesting. Long 
before he became trainer to the rince of 
Wales he had played a big part in steeple- 
ge in the era of ‘Machell and the 
late uke of Hamilton, a romantic 
period in the history of. the Turf, 
and, perhaps, not the least piquant 

chapter of the book will be the last which 
describes his retirement, It may be men- 
tioned that Egerton House, where Marsh has 
lived and trained so long, was never abso- 
lutely Royal property, but was held by King 

Edward, and then by King George, on lease 

from the Earl of Ellesmere. It will now be 

acquired by Lord Lascelles.
